, Adin'r. d. b. 11. c. t. a. of Emauuel 
1 Smith, dec'd. Trial began on Thurs- 


i day morning, jury went out Friday 
evening and did not agree to a verdict 
until 9'o'clock at night and sealed ver- 
dict was opened Saturday morning. 
The plaintiff's had contracted to pur- 
chase farm of Emauuel Smith, de- 


, ceased, for about $12,000. When deed
